Troops shot and killed a youth 
in Nablus yesterday and wound- 
ed several other persons during 
clashes with rioters in the West 
Bank. Violence in the territories 
bas increased in the wake of 
Monday’s deportation of eight 
Palestinians to Lebanon. | 

Palestinians in the territories 
shuttered their shops and stayed 
away from work on the second day 
of a general strike in solidarity with 
the deportees and their families. 
Public transportation was also at a 
standstill during the shutdown or- 
dered in leaflet 22 of the “Unified 
National Leadership of the Upris- 
ing.” 

During clashes in Nablus, soldiers 
opened fire at a youth ‘who tried to 
throw a cinderblock at them from ἃ 
rooftop, military sources said. The 
youth, Ala a-Din Aghbar, 19, was 
fatally wounded in the stomach. 
The killing set off protests in oth- 
er parts of the city in which at feast 
seven persons were wounded by 
gunfire and others injured by rubber 
bullets and beatings, Palestinian 
sources said. Military sources re- 
ported two persons wounded, 

The Palestinian sources reported 
ἃ protester shot and wounded in 
clashes at the adjacent Balata refu- 
gee camp. 

At Dura south of Hebron, sol- 
diers shot and wounded two persons 
seriously when an Arab-owned bus 
that arrived before dawn to take 
labourers to Israel was stoned by 
activists seeking to enforce the gen- 
eral strike. 

Villagers said the bus driver was 
warned to turn back before the vehi- 
cle was attacked. They said soldiers 
accompanying the bus to protect the 
workers, pot off the vehicle and pur- 
sued the stone throwers, shooting 
one of them twice. The wounded 
were evacuated to hospital by heli- 
copter. according to reports from 
the village,

Court overturns ‘confession’

A young Arab man from Jerusalem was acquitted yesterday of ἃ national- 
istically motivated crime he had confessed that he had committed. allegedly

ed in late April on charges of setting fire to the car of a suspected police 
informant in the village. His lawyer Waleed Zahaika said his client had.

In Jerusalem District Court yesterday, the district attorney's office asked 
to drop the charges against Dari, who spent three months in jail and was to 
have remained there until the end of legal proceedings, Judge Ruth Or 
accepted the request and acquitted Dari. 

_ He was released from jail yesterday and is considering seeking compensa- 
tion from the government for the three months he spent in jail.

Churchmen meet

The mayor stressed that he was 
not asking the churchmen whether 
they were pro-Israel or pro-Arab, 
but he did call upon them to use 
their influence over the members of 
their communities to bring about 
quiet, which would benefit Jews, 
Christians and Moslems. 

The Christians, who represented 
a wide spectrum ranging from the 
Greek Orthodox, Armenians and 
Catholics on the one hand, to the 
Anglicans, Lutherans and Baptists 
on the other, spoke out concerning 
what they considered to be unfair 
treatment by the police, and espe- 
cially the Border Police.

Americans knew of Hussein’s move in advance

WASHINGTON - The U.S. yester- 
day maintained stoutly that King 
Hussein's latest pronouncements on 
Jordan's relationship with the West 
Bank have not affected U.S. policy. 
The U.S. will continue to try to set 
the stage in the coming months for a 
more intensive U.S. peacemaking 
effort that would follow the Ameni- 
can and Israeli elections in Novem- 
ber, U.S. officials said. 

“Nowhere in the world is Amen 
can diplomacy more frustrated.“ 
lead editorial in the Washington 
Post said yesterday. 

Reacting cautiously to Hussein's 
dramatic statements, the U.S. has 
welcomed what it described as “Jor- 
dan’s commitment to continue in the 
peace process.” ᾿ 

“Palestinians also must partici- 
pate at every stage of the process 
and we hope they will meet this 
challenge by seeking responsible di- 
alogue with Israel,” a U.S. state- 
ment said. But it added that the 
effect of Hussein's latest remarks 


was not yet fully clear. 

Other U.S. officials in Washing- 
ton said that Hussein, in advance of 
his most recent actions, had private- 
ly informed the U.S. and other 
friendly countries, including the 
permanent members of the UN Se- 
curity Council, of his intentions. 

“What he did was not a surprise,” 
one U.S. official said. “We knew in 
advance.” 

According to American analysts, 
Hussein's major objective was to 
challenge the Palestinians to see if 
they could do better without his rep- 
resenting them in the peace Process. 
Sensing that his popularity in the 
territories was reduced since the 
Start of the intifada, a frastrated 
Hussein reportedly decided to walk 
away from the problem for the time 
het 

ut American officials optimisti- 
cally predicted that Hussein would 
still remain involved. 

They referred to repeated refer- 
ences in his Sunday evening speech 
to his desire to continue to work for 
peace in the region. 


At the same time, they acknowl- 
edged that a dramatic and authorita- 
tive announcement by the PLO in 
die coming weeks would indeed rep- 
resent a major change in the overall 
situation — ‘one that would lead to 
direct U.S.-PLO discussions. 


But the Americans insisted they 
had no reason to believe that Yasser 
Arafat would finally make a clear 
declaration recognizing UN Resolu- 
tions 242 and 338 as well as Israel’s 
right to exist. 

Barring such a statement, Shultz 
said on Sunday, the U.S. will not 
recognize the PLO. 


Privately, U.S. officials expressed 
their sympathy for Hussein’s predic- 
ament.

‘American Jews 
closing their eyes to 
youth drug problem’

Drugs are becoming a big prob- 
lem for American Jewish youths. 
but rabbis, schools and community 
agencies don’t want to hear about it, 
according to Gary Moscowitz, one 
of the few Orthodox cops in the 
New York City Police Department. 

Moscowitz conveyed this hard- 
hitting message this week at the 
Conference on Alternatives in Jew- 
ish Education, which is being held 
here. His session. which attracted an 
overflow crowd of Jewish teachers, 
mostly from the U.S., was entitled: 
“Is cocaine kosher?” 

“Do you know what a ‘joint’ 
looks like? Or heroin? Would you 
know if you happened to find drugs 
while looking through your kid's 
things? What about your schools? 
You have no idea how many Jewish 
kids ‘are on drugs. They trip out 
right i in front of you and most of you 
can't tell, You don’t know the 
” 

~“Moscowitz, 31, knows the signs all 
too well. He works with youngsters 
in the Times Square area of Manbat- 
tan, one of New York's sleaziest 
areas. In the midtown public 
schools, “ail the kids carry weapons. 
We don’t even bother to search 
them any more. The only thing we 
have to worry about is whether 
they're, carrying a gun or a ma- 
chete.” 

In his relatively short working ca- 
reer, he has served as an undercover 
narcotics officer, a youth worker, a 
social worker and a high school 
teacher, in addition to being one of 
“New York's finest.” He teaches 
social work and martial arts at 
Touro College and was a member of 
the U.S. karate team at the 1979 
Maccabia.

great, he said. “They like to keep 
these things quiet. So there are no 
poor Jews, Jewish men don't beat 
their wives, and Jewish kids don't 
take drugs. But these are Jewish 
problems, and we have no plan of 
action for dealing | with them, espe- 
cially with drugs.” 

He estimated that in the New 
York metropolitan area, “about ἃ 
third of all seventh and eighth grad- 
ers have experimented with pot. 
Among high school seniors, be- 
tween 25 and 30 per cent are regular 
users. With cocaine, about 15 per 
cent of high school pupils have tried 
it. For the Jewish kids, the percent- 
ages are just a few points lower than 
for the others. 

“I have tried to initiate drug- 
abuse programmes in Jewish 
schools, an 
place they threw me out. When it 
comes out that kids at the school are 
taking drugs, the first thing the par- 
ents and teachers do is try to find out 
who it is. They think that if they get 
rid of a few kids, the problems will 
go away. 

“Take the case of a well-known 
yeshiva high school in New York, 
where almost every kid gets into an 
Ivy League college. Half of the se- 
nior class was on pills or coke. At a 
class party, one kid thought he could 
fly and tried to jump off the roof. In 
the end, half of the senior class was 
suspended. But there's still no drug 
programme in the school. They're 
too embarrassed about it. Just get- 
ting rid of these kids was enough. 
This kind of attitude is killing us. 

“There are other big yeshivot that 
are loaded with drugs. They are sold 
right in the schools. The kids smoke 
the stuff in the bathrooms. 

“The problems have even hit 
places like Yeshiva University. Four 
years ago some YU students were 
shot at on the street, and someone 
with a machine gun blasted some 
windows. Most people thought that 
it was anti-Semitism. About 100 
cops were assigned to the case, but 
found nothing. 

“They didn’t call me in until sev- 
eral weeks later, but it seemed to me 
that drugs were involved. All the 
signs pointed to a drug deal that 
went bad. Otherwise, nobody just 
shoots out windows like that.

Iran ‘extremely doubtful’ 
that war will end soon 


NICOSIA (AP) ~ Iranian President 
Ali Khamenei said yesterday pros- 
pects of an end to the Gulf war were 
“extremely doubtiul,” as millions 
filled the streets in ἃ show of suppost 
for Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 
Iraq, which bas launched a oum- 
ber of cross-border attacks in the 
past two weeks, has been insisting 
on face-to-face talks with Iran in 
advance of a cease-fire based on UN 
Security Council Resolution 598. 
_ “The Iraqi regime's attitude dur- 
ing the past two weeks, its obstruc- 
tionist behaviour regarding the im- 
plementation of Resolution 598 and 
its excuses have cast doubts on the 
prospect of achieving peace,” Kha- 
menei said in a speech broadcast by 
Teheran radio. “In the light of this 
situation 1 look at the prospect of 
achieving peace aid an end to the 
war in the context of Resolution 598 
as extremely doubtful and suspect." 
he said.

S. Africa proposes November date for 
beginning of withdrawal from Namibia 


PRETORIA - South African For- 
eign Minister Pik Botha offered yes- 
terday to begin a withdrawal from 
Namibia on November 1, leading to 
United Nations elections in the 
South African-ruled desert territory 
next June 1. 

But Botha told a news conference 
that this offer was conditional on the 
dismantling of seven guerrilla camps 
of the African National Congress 
(ANC) in neighbouring Angola and 
on the complete withdrawal of an 
estimated 50,000 Cuban troops from 
Angola by the election date. 

Botha said the South Africa pro- 
posals were put to Angola and Cuba 
at U.S.-mediated negotiations in Ge- 
neva yesterday. 


“If these proposals are accepted. 


it is the South African government's 
firm belief that there will indeed be 
no losers and that all the nations and 
communities of southern Africa will 
gain from it,” he said. ‘Peace will 
have been restored in the region.” 
Botha added. 


It is the first time that South Afri- 
ca has proposed a firm date for im- 
plementation of the seven-month 
timetable set by the 1978 United 
Nations Resolution 435 on Namibia, 
the territory which Pretoria has run 
since World War I. 


In Geneva, the U.S.-mediated 
talks to achieve peace in Angola and 
independence for Namibia entered 
ἃ crucial phase yesterday on a note 
of optimism, but with hard bargain- 
ing still ahead, After a long history 


of failures in international efforts 
toward a settlement. clased-door 
negotiations which started last May 
in London went into a fifth round 
that may be decisive in wrapping up 
an accord. Nothing was said earlier 
yesterday about Botha’s offer. 


Informal meetings between par- 
ticipants delayed the official open- 
ing of the talks at Geneva's bunker- 
like International Conference 
Centre. The U.S. team and the joint 
Angolan-Cuban delegation arrived 
ahead of the South Africans. 


A U.S. spokesman, Art Skop. 
said U.S, officials would maintain ἃ 
news embargo until tomorrow, 
when Chester Crocker, the assistant 
secretary of state for African affairs. 
will give a press conference. 


Hopes have been buoved by an 
agreement announced in New York 
on July 20 on a delicately balanced 
set of 14 principles designed to es- 
tablish the basis of peace. 


The foreign minister said that pre- 
toria had also proposed that on Sep- 
tember 1 restrictions would be im- 
posed on the South West Africa 
People’s Organisation (Swapa). 


The Geneva talks are expected to 
focus on timetables for military dis- 
engagement in southern Angola.

Aborigines want skulls back 


PERTH (AFP) — An Aboriginal.leader has called on British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher to help achieve the returm to Australia of 
more than 2.50} Aboriginal skulls said to be housed in British museums 
and universities. 

Western Australian Aboriginal leader Ken Colbung made the re- 
quest on Monday night when Thatcher attended an official dinner here 
atthe end of the first day of her Australian bicentenary tour, witnesses 
said. 

When Thatcher arrived at the hotel. Colbung. wearing ἃ land-rights 
headband. asked Thatcher if she could hetp in achieving the return of 
the skulls for burial. 

The prime minister. maintzining her poise. said she was not aware 
vthat the skulls were in Britain. but promised to do what she could to see 

them returned to Australia. 

“It is very important that these skulls are returned and that a proper 
burial ritual is conducted for these peuple who were from different 
parts of Australia.” Colbung said. “Jt is against our { Aboriginal) law 
for our people not to be buried in a proper manner. The British 
government owes this 10 us.” 

Colbung said that in the last century Aborigines’ heads were cut off 
and smoked in tree stumps. The victims had included a tribal elder, 
Yagan. who was the first person τὸ try to negotiate a treaty with Britain 
aver traditional Aboriginal lands. 

Colbung said Yagun's head had been smoked and transported to 
Britain. “Aboriginal heads were a curiosity. they were different from 
any the white settlers had previously seen.” Cotbung said. “They were 
killed for souvenirs. We were the so-called savages. but they were the 
head-hunters.” 


Soviet TV tells secret of bomb 


MOSCOW (Renter) -- A startlingly frank Soviet documentary film has 
confirmed that Moscow leamed the secrets of how to make an atomic bomb 
from refugee German scientist Klaus Fuchs. jailed as a spy in the West. 

The film, shown to millions of Soviet television viewers on Monday night, 
also presented a devastating portrait of long-time Soviet dictator Josef Stalin 
as a twisted paranoiac who treated his own people as his enemy. 

“Fuchs. sincerely convinced that atomic secrets should not be known to 
one group of powers alone, on his own initiative passed on to Moscow the 
secrets of the bomb,” a commentary to the film, Risk-2, said. 

For four decades the Soviet Union denied all links with Fuchs who sought 
refuge in Britain from Nazi Germany and during World War I worked on 
the top-secret bomb programme at Los Alamos in the U.S. 

Arrested in Britain after the war. he was sentenced in 1949 to 14 years in 
jail after confessing to passing on information to Moscow for ideological 
reasons. On his release, he settled in East Germany where he died in 
January this year. 

In other scenes marking further steps forward in the glasnost policies in 
political and historical discussion promoted by Kremlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, the film effectively set Stalin alongside Nazi leader Adolf Hitler 
and China's Mao Zetung as dictators who brought pain and suffering to their

Carlucci boards 
secret Soviet bomber 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — The Soviet 
Union unveiled its top-secret Black- 
jack strategic bomber and put on an 
impressive display of tank defence 
and attack operations yesterday for 
visiting U.S. Defence Secretary 
Frank Carlucci. 

After 15 minutes on board the 
huge sharp-nosed Blackjack, coun- 
terpart of the American B-1, at the 
Kubinka air base some 60 km. west 
of Moscow, Carlucci pronounced it 
“a very impressive aircraft.” As he 
spoke, two more Bilackjacks, in 
shape resembling the Anglo-French 
supersonic Concorde and never be~ 
fore seen in flight by Western mili- 
tary experts, came swooping down 
from the east. . 

But foreign reporters could not 
persuade Soviet officers to reveal 
their name for the new bomber, 
known outside the country under 
the Blackjack designation assigned 
to it by Nato. 

Also on display for Carlucci at 
Kubinka, in an area normally barred 
to foreigners, were a MiG-29 fight- 
er, an 0-72 refuelling transport 


plane. and the world's heaviest heli- 
copter, the Mi-26. 

“This is a display of some of the 
most up-to-date air force equipment 
they have," said an American offi- 
cer with Carlucci, on a four-day visit 
to the Soviet Union under a new 
programme of military exchanges 
between the superpowers. 

From Kubinka, Carlucci, once 
deputy head of the CLA, was driven 
to the headquarters of the elite Τὰ- 
man guards division closer to Mos- 
cow, where he saw more modern 
equipment in simulated battle. 

A senior Soviet officer, Col.~Gea. 
Boris Korelkov, said the Blackjack 
bad gone operational “recently.” In, 
a bref interview at Kubinoka, Car-- 
lucci said the planes and the Mi-26s 
were “obviously very impressive 
equipment, And they have very 
well-trained qualified pilots.” 

Asked if anything could be 
learned from this type of visit, Car- 
lucci replied: “Well, this is not an 
intelligence operation. Tt is a chance 
to take a look around each other's 


equipment.”

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Where do we go from here 


THE huge rock tossed by that cis-Jordanian 
intifadist, Hussein the Hashemite, into the 
stagnant pond of Middle East “peace” politics 
has so far produced nary a ripple of positive 
activity. : 

For the PLO, of course, Hussein’s move 
spelled sweet, if so far modest, political vic- 
tory, overshadowd only by the fear that it 
might deny the organization access to the 
large Palestinian comunity across the river. 
Some Palestinians in the occupied territories 
were, it is true, terrified, but mostly for rea- 
sons of personal security, not politics. In far- 
away Washington, where some officials pri- 
yately expressed unhappiness, a brave official 
front was put on suggesting that nothing had 
fundamentally changed. since Jordan contin- 
ued to be a partner to the peace process while 
a terrorist PLO was not. 

In Jerusalem, meantime, the great debate is 
going on over the question whether the king's 
address did or did not spell the demise of the 
Jordanian option. 

Wreathed in a Cheshire cat-like smile, a 
satisfied Yitzhak Shamir finds no reason for 
anything but jubilation. The option és proven 
dead, the premier insists, but the Camp David 
autonomy ~ he must be drawing on a private 
version of the text which bears little relation 
to the original ~ has never been more alive. 
Especially, it seems to him, because Hussein 
has himself now stripped the Arabs of Eretz 
Yisrael of any title to Palestinian nationhood 
Grimly defiant, Shimon Peres would rather 
wait until after the November elections to 
deliver a medical opinion on the state of the 
option, which the Likud had done everything 
possible to undermine. The peace process is 
for the moment in the doldrums, the foreign 
minister concedes, but whoever wishes to stop 
the intifada and start negotiations must talk to 
both Jordan and the Palestinians. 

Even, it must be asked, after the king of 
Jordan has staked his honour and, more im- 
portantly, his throne on total political disen- 
gagement from West Bank and Gaza affairs ? 
The Jordan river apart, the kingdom of Jor- 
dan and Israel stili have a pretty long common 
frontier but are yet to conclude a formal 
peace. But a role in the ending of the intifada, 


and in the final disposition of the territories, is 
precisely what Hussein has this week under- 
taken to relinquish. If Jordan's everyday ties 
with the Palestinians in the territories remain 
unchanged, they have the PLO to thank for it. 

This need not prove catastrophic if there 
were any hope that Hussein’s move would 
give birth to a local Palestinian leadership 
willing, and able, to relieve the king entirely of 
the burden of peacemaking. But the omens - 
for such a development are not particularly 
heartening. Where, then, do we go from here? 
The familiar pat answers are nothing to 
cheer. 

The Alignment is fooling only itself in sug- 
gesting that Hussein’s move is not final but 
revocable, and will in fact be revoked if cir- 
cumstances warrant; or at least that its imme- 
diate practical impact is likely to be minimal. 
A title once solemnly renounced cannot be 
reclaimed, certainly not by a power Jordan's 
size. And Jordan’s title will surely not be 
reclaimed if Hussein’s action is followed by 
the PLO setting up its long mooted, but never 
yet attempted, Palestinian government-in-ex- 
ile. Such a step was yesterday reported to be 
planned. 

The Likud is similarly deceiving itself when 
it portrays Hussein's act of renunciation as the 
removal of the last formal obstacle to Israel's 
gaining the right of sovereignty over the terri- 
tories. If that were the case, Mr. Shamir 
would have pressed for immediate annex- 
ation, as advocated by Tehiya, rather than 
fuss with the formalities of an annexation- 
bound five-year autonomy. It should not, 
however, take long for the “national camp” to 
discover that it was Jordan’s territorial claims 
which shielded Israel from the internationally 
much more potent Palestinian claim of right to 
self-determination. 

The one great advantage of annexation over 
peacemaking is, needless to say, that it does 
not require active cooperation from any for- 
eign party. What it does require is safety from 
the war it will trigger, from international isola- 
tion and from the final breakup of any nation- 
al consensus. Such safety cannot be vouch- 
safed by the Likud - not even by the

PSYCHOLOGISTS SAY the oppo- 
site, that bottting up a frustration 
makes it more intense.

Not that a settlement 
is easy to come by; but a settlement 
can be achieved - and will be 
achieved as soon as both sides come

Should Ha‘etzni and his fanatics 
take over, the problem will cease to 
be soluble. The fate of the Jewish 
state will not be settled by negotia- 
tion or compromise; it will not be 
settled at alt. The future will be one 
of perennial hostilities, sometimes 
bloody and sometimes in suspense. 
In that confrontation we may wit 
many battles: there is no disagree- 
ment with Ha’‘etzni on that. But the 
war itself we shalt never win. 

It is beyond the power of Israel, 
with at best 4-5 million Jewish in- 
habitants, to impose a conqueror’s 
peace on the entire Arab world, 
stretching from the Atlantic to the 
Indian Ocean. 

Generally speaking, peace comes 
when both sides recognize that an 
understanding is possible; it cannot 
be imposed by force. Some say that 
Hitler could have med Europe for- 
ever had he refrained from invading 
Russia. He could certainly have 
ruled Europe for fonger than he did 
— but not forever, and not even for 
long. A regime that is hated must 
eventually disintegrate. 

Had Napoleon thought twice be- 
fore bogging down his “Grande Ar- 
mée” in the Muscovite snows, the 


same would nevertheless have ap- 
plied to him, too. Once subject 
countries ris¢ up with al) their pas~ 
sion against a hated foreign rule — 
and it must happen sooner or later ~ 
they cannot be subdued. Napoleon 


᾿ faited to subdue Spain, Hitler failed 


to subdue Yugoslavia, America 
failed to subdue Vietnam. the Soviet 
Union failed to subdue Afghani- 


stan. : 
It should be noted that these four 
countries -- Spain. Yugoslavia, Viet- 
nam and Afghanistan ~ were none 
of them great military powers with 
highly developed economies. They

Mr, de Cuellar has cried wolf be- 
fore, and nothing happened. No one 
believes he will close down the UN, 
even for a day; but as the crisis 
deepens, there could be payless pay- 
days and involuntary furloughs for 
the 8,000 staff. 

Just three days before Iran an- 
nounced it was accepting the Securi- 
ty Council’s ceasefire Resolution 
498, the secretary-general made an- 
other trip to Washington to try to 
get President Reagan to release 
sorely-needed funds. The journey 
was fruitless. 

The president said the changes 
instituted by the UN were still insuf- 
ficient to justify his recommending 
Congress to free even the $44m. al- 
ready authorized for payment to the 
world body this year. but so far 
withheld. 

The report of the Vadset mission 
to Teheran and Baghdad will enable 
the secretary-general to determine 
the extent of the UN operation he 
must set up to supervise a Gulf cea- 
sefire. He has already estimated that 
the UN will need about 250 military 
observers, which some diplomats 
feel is a modest number to police a

This 
was the fixst time, as far as the court 
knew, that the plenum had changed 
the composition of a committee to 
secure the replacement of its chair- 
man. It was also the first time the 
plenum had changed a committee 
for the sole reason that it did not 
deal with a particular matter re- 
ferred to it. This parliamentary pre- 
cedent contained elements for grave 
concer.

REMEMBERING is the key to 
redemption, said Rabbi Yisrael 
Baal Shem Tov. 
Napoleon, during his Eastern 
campaign, happened upon 8 
e filled with worship- 
pers on Tisha μεν Eve. When 
the scene was explained to him. 
he said: “A people that remem- 
bers so long to mourn the loss of 
its homeland is sure to regain 
that homeland.” 


“ME FAST?! What for??"* The 
tone of the woman's reply sug- 
gested that the question how she 
had managed the Tisha be’Av 
fast were the most outlandish 
ever put to her. She is a state 
elementary-school teacher in 
Jerusalem. 

In a newspaper survey, ἃ 22- 
year-old man said: “Fast on the 
ninth of Av? What's Jhar all 
about?...Who remembers the 
day at 8117" 

‘Another woman said: “‘Let 
the religious conduct their af-

“The ninth of Av,"" just an- 
other date on the calendar; not 
“Tisha be’Av,”’ a designation 
carrying national memories g0- 
ing back 33 centuries and the 
hope for the future. 


PERHAPS a major cause of the 
self-doubt beclouding the vision 
of so many of us is the forgetful- 
ness, the indifference, the hos- 
tility to a time-honoured Jewish 
value reflected in those remarks 
on “the ninth of Av.” 

It is one thing for a National 
Religious Jew to seek to modify 
the Tisha be’Av mourning prac- 
tices because, even though the 
Temple is not yet rebuilt and the 
Redemption has not yet oc- 
curred, the Jewish siate has 
been restored in the homeland 
and, moreover, Jerusalem Unit- 
ed is its capital. There is even 
merit to the call of a secularist 
ideologue to turn Tisha be‘Av 
into a holiday, on the grounds 
that the Redemption as he sees it 
_has occurred. Controversial as 
these positions are, they take 
“the ninth of Av" as a historic 
date seriously. 

The Lethean detachment 
from historical roots expressed 
by that teacher and the others 
threaten our future in this land, 
and the Jewish future in gener- 
al. 

“A generation that is inno- 
vating, creating, does not toss 
the legacy of the generations 
onto the garbage heap.” Zionist 
Labour mentor Berl Katznelson 
said more than half a century 
ago. speaking to 2 Labour youth 
group that had scheduled a 
camp to begin on Tisha be’Av 
Eve. Such a generation ‘‘tests 
and distills, rejects and em- 
braces, sometimes seizes an €Xx- 
isting tradition and embellishes 
it, sometimes even grabbles in 
the scrap heap and digs out a 
forsaken piece and cleanses it of 
rust, ceviving an ancient tradi- 
tion that can nourish the inno- 
vating generation.” 


FROM SHIVA ASAR be*Tam- 
muz, which begins the “Three 
Weeks" of mourning over 2 Se- 
ries of national disasters that 
occurred during that period. 
through Tisha be‘Av there was 
throughout the country the vir- 
tually usual schedule of enter- 
tainments — including, on the 
very night of Tisha be*Av [ΡΠ 
23), a “Jewish Rock and Soul 
Music Show” at a well-known 
hotel. 

Some of these were one-time 
events that observant Jews 
might have wished to attend but 
for the date. 

In some instances, the events 
were not scheduled out of spite. 
but simply because the sponsors 
had not paid attention to the 
Jewish calendar. In one or two 
instances, when this was 
brought to their attention, they 
rescheduled the events. 


ZALMAN SHAZAR, Israel's 
third president, a historian.

DESPITE THE blistering Tel Aviv heat, the'talk at Tzavta last 
week was of the cold British winter, Chari: time and woollen 
overcoats. The cast of Breaking the Code, a Cameri 
Theatre production based on ἃ script by Hugh 
Whitemore and translated into Hebrew by 
Ehud Manor. was going through its last re- 
hearsals before opening night tonight. 

The play's tile has more than one mean- 
ing. Director Micah Lewensohn explains 
that on one level. it refers to the German 
code, Enigma, which British mathemati- 
cian Alan Turing cracked during World 
War Π, marking a turning point in the 
Allied effort. : 

it also refers to the Oxbridge 
Cade, a sort of unspoken covenant, 
among homosexual intellectuals at 
Oxford and Cambridge, which 
called for men to keep their gay 
liaisons discreet, to marry and 
lead conventional lives. 

The play is based on the life of 
Alan Turing. a mathematical ge- 
nius who really did crack the Nazi 
code during World War I. After 
the war, he received the respect 
and status that a genius deserves, 
teaching and lecturing throughout 
Britain. 

He refused, however, to conform 
to the Oxbridge Code, and his life- 
style eventually thrust him into the 
spotlight and ultimately led to his 
tragic end. 

The British magazine Tine Out 
wrote: “Alan Turing was by any 
reckoning one of the most re~ 
markable Englishmen of the 
century.”” Lewersohn says that 
the play is faithful to Turing’s real 
story. As more information becomies 
available, the director notes, the extent 
of Turing’s contribution to the war 
against Nazi Germany is only now be- 
coming public knowledge, 

Taking a quick break from his pre- 
opening sight responsibilities, Lewen- 
sobn explains that Breaking the Code treats 
the Turing story as a thriller, but the police 
investigation is interspersed with fascinating monologues on 
philosophy. mathematics and Turing’s post-war project, the 
forerunner of the computer.

IN THE AMERICAN movie thrillers of the 
post-World War II years, the role of chief 
villains soon shifted from left-over Nazi spies 
plotting to restore the Third Reich to Commie 
secret agents scheming to destroy the Free 
World. 

This was the McCarthy era, when the junior 
senator from Wisconsin led a series of Com~ 
munist witchhunts that crippled careers in 
government, academe, the communications 
media and show biz. One of the victims was 
screenwriter Walter Bernstein, biacklisted for 
several years by Hollywood studios because of 
his leftist political connections. 

Bernstein extracted some small measure of 
revenge in the 1970s as writer of the comedy- 
drama The Front, which featured Woody Al- 
Jen triumphantly defying a congressional inves- 
tigating committee by telling them off in πὸ 
uncertain terms. 

In his screenplay for the new thriller, The 
House on Carroll Street, Bernstein has once 
again cast McCarthy's minions in the villains’ 
roles. Kelly McGillis stars as a Life magazine 
photo-editor with leftist political sympathies, 
who is dismissed from her job and hounded by 
the FBI after refusing to name names before a 
Senate investigating committee. By sheer co- 
incidence, shortly afterwards she overhears a 
mysterious conversation,in a Greenwich Vil- 
lage brownstone between the committee’s 
smarmy legal counsel (Mandy Patinkin) and 
some shady German gents. 

After winning the assistance and heart of a 
sympathetic FBI agent (Jeff Daniels), she sets 
Out to uncover what turns out to be a nasty 
government conspiracy. Since this is revealed 
early on as a scheme to smuggle German war- 
criminal scientists into the U.S. under &s- 
sumed identities, the audience simply waits 
for the baddies to be undone and the inevita- 
ble romance to bloom between odd-couple 
McGillis and Daniels. 

The House on Carroll Street not only takes 
place in the early Fifties, but also looks like it 
could have been filmed then. Despite Bern- 
stein’s intentions to link American 
tightwiagers with German fascists, his screen- 

play's McCarthy-era backdrop ends up as 
mere window-dressing to an ultra-clicked plot.

Although 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait backed 
him to the hilt against the perceived 
threat of Iranian expansionism, 
their support is likely to become a 
good deal more tentative and condi- 
tional as that threat recedes. 

Diplomats say that. privately. the 
two wealthiest Arab Gulf states are 
as wary of Iraq's future behaviour as 
Iraq is of Iran's. Given its total debts 
of $60 billion or more, its heavy 
reconstruction needs aud its peo- 
ple’s obvious war weariness, Iraq is 
likely to remain in the position of 
some dependency for some time. 
This will have an important bearing 
on the overal! power balance in the 
Middle East and means that fears of 
a newly strengthened Lraq flexing its 
muscles against its long-standing ri- 
val, Syria, or even against Israel, are 
highly premature. 

The biggest issues, however, re- 
late to Hussein’s internal control. 
Potential challenges from within the 
army and within the Ba’th party can 
only become stronger in the absence 
of a “struggle for national survival” 
along the lines of all-out war with 
Iran. The educated classes may not 
be satisfied forever with economic 
handouts from the state as ἃ substi- 
tute for political influence. 

Ultimately. the regime's short- 
term strength may turn out to be its 
long-term weakness.

Barriers to women brokers 
tumble, but few cross over 


By ANNE SENIOR 
LONDON -- London stockbrokers 
. wrangled for years over whether to 
let women trade in shares but. when 
the barriers came down, few 
stepped in to do so. Fifteen years 
after women were formally permit- 
ted to trade on the London Stock 
Exchange, the latest list of autho- 
rized brokers includes perhaps one, 
Of at most two, women on each page 
of some 50 names. 


Tt is not so much that The City, as 
the London heart of British finance 
is called, deliberately still tries to 
keep them out but that they do not 
try to get in. 

“The city is still a male bastion -- 
that puts a lot of women off,” said wom- 
an stockbroker Karine Sheehan of 
Laurence Prust. “The barriers are 
psychological.” Many women prefer 
careers in the newer markets, such 
as options and futures, rather than 
in the traditionally male markets 
like stocks or foreign exchange. 


The London International Finan- 
cial Futures Exchange (LIFFE), es- 
tablished in 1982, has always been 
open to both sexes and now has two 
female directors.

Jewish Quarter merchants 
‘seek moral and financial aid

The merchants of Jerusalem's 
Jewish Quarter, hit by the slowdown 
in tourism and shopping in their part 
of the city, are lobbying ministers 
for financial assistance and moral 


support. 

A five-man delegation yesterday 
told Tourism Minister Avraham 
Sharir that 17 of the 57 shops in the 
quarter had shut Gown and others 
were contemplating closure. “We 
are heavily in debt."said Yitzhak 
Avshalom, the key spokesman for 
the group “and some of us are on 
the verge of bankruptcy.” 

High on the list of the delegation’s 
requests were 3 $50,000 low-interest 
loan to each shopkeeper, repayable 
over 15 years and reductions on mu- 
nicipal rates (arnona). 

It was unfair, declared art gallery 
proprietor Abir Nassee, for Arabs 
to be charged a rate of NIS 16 a 
square metre, while Jews have to 
pay NIS 50. 


Members of the delegation ex- 
pressed anger that not only tourists 
but Israelis have stopped visiting the 
Jewish Quarter. Worse. they 
claimed, hotel staff, Tourism and 
Education Ministry officials. as well 
as Jewish Agency officials. were 
warming people to steer clear of the 
area. 

While Sharir said he could do 
nathing about loans or municpal 
rates. he said he would speak to the 
staff of his own ministry about their 
discouraging tourist traffic to the 
quarter. He also undertook to pro- 
mote the Jewish Quarter through 
the ministry's publicity outlets. 

What the merchants aim to do. 
with or without ministerial coopera- 
tion, is to liven up the Jewish Quar- 
ter and to dispel fears.

Tt has taken nearly 20 years since her death in 1969 for the inter-church 
rivalry to be resolved, ta enable the funeral to go ahead in Jerusalem. 


Princess Alice, who died at 84, was a ous of the Greek Orthodox Church for 


many years after the death of her husband, Prince Andrew of Greece:
